. INTERPRETING THE NEWS 


It may have come as a distinct 
chief executive of Michigan publicly 
condemn the office of Governor as 
“the crummiest job in the United 
States.” — 

_On the eve of entering a. hospital 
for. a serious operation, Kim Sigler 
‘said just that. His words were blunt 


many jobs and much territory. They 
were words of condemnation, frus- 
tration disappointment. Sigler voiced 
them: before the Detroit Economic 
Club,” 
shots”-in industry and business. 
Why would: a governor, after ser- 
‘ving 11° months at the state capital, 
openly denounce ‘the office to which 
most observers believe he will be a 
candidate. for re- election in 1948? 
And: what happened to bring about 
this almost angry attitude of mind? 
- As we. see it, words of protest are 
- be expected from a man who is 
the creation of protest. This colorful 
ex-grand jury prosecutor, unsue 


ator, rode to the office of Governor 
on a popular tidal wave. 


It was the voters’ protest against 


an assumed state of graft and corr- 
uption, wrong-doing and neglect of 
office, inefficiency - and laxness: -- 
well, stretch your own imagination 
at what SOME people may have 
thought after reading headlines 
about bribe-taking at Lansing -- that 
put Sigler in the governor’s chair. A 
similar reform movement in Detroit 
put Homer Ferguson in the United 
States Senate. 

. Sigler was elected on an assump- 
tion he would clean-up. Lansing. 
Hence he was committed in advance 
to reform of state government. Sigler 


{likes action. He would rather fly his 


airplane, talk before luncheon and 
dinner groups of people, and espouse 
ideas for better government than stay 
at his office, saw wood, and follow 
through on countless details of ad- 
ministration. He is restless and im- 
patient. He exhibits his displeasure 
by firing people. He removed Oscar 
Olander as commissioner of-state po- 
lice; he discharged William Burke 
as head of the state prison industries. 
(For reasons of “gross neglect of 
duty” or “corrupt conduct in office”, 
a governor has constitutional au- 
thority . to remove “any public off- 
icer, elective or appointive.” There is 
one if: “Except at such times as the 
‘legislature may be in session.’’) 

- Sigler urges a constitutional e-n- 
vention as the best way to reform 
state government. He puts much em- 
phasis on our “antiquated tax struc- 
ture’, the results of a “horse-and-bu- 
ggy’’constitution. How this tax struc- 
ture should be changed he has not in- 


idicated. There is certain to be or- 
ganized resistence to any  con- 
stitutional convention if for only 


one reason: The “uniform rule of tax- 
ation” of the 1908 constitution is a 
legal barrier to a graduated state 
income tax. 

Sigler would centralize power in a 
governor’s four-year term by giving 
him broad authority over state high- 
ways, public schools, . law enforce- 
ment, motor vehicle licensing, con- 
servation and agriculture -- to men. 
tion a few. What might happen if 2 
“weak” governor were to be elected. 
fne who was subservient to a party 
hoss, is open to interesting specula- 
tion, 

Pledged to clean up state govern- 
ment, Sigler now implies that h« 
needs new powers. Because he lack 
authority over state offices and d- 
partments Michigan’s governor is 


merely a“glorified clerk” and thr-

Partition Brings Violence _ 


Palestine was legally split and the 
world’s homeless Jews finally had a 
native land. | 

The U. N. general assembly, after 
a touch-and-go battle, had approved 


the plan to partition Palestine into’ 


separate Arab and Jewish states. 
As voted by the general assembly, 
the Palestine resolution: 
] Calls on Britain to give up its 
¢ mandate by August 1, 1948. 
Provides for a U. N. commis- 
+ sion to take over administrative 


powers from Great Britain. 


Authorizes the creation of inde- 

*» pendent Arab and Jewish states 
not later than October 1, 1948. 

But although the U. N. could pride 

itself on having achieved a moral 

and legal settlement of the Pales- 


‘tine difficulties, it was immediately 


apparent that all was not going to 


| be sweetness and light | in the Holy 


Land. 

The seven Arab league states of 
Iraq, Yemen, Saudi Arabia, Leba- 
non, Egypt, Pakistan and. Syria fig- 
uratively waved their scimitars, 
issued savage objections to the 
Uz. N. decision and predicted a ‘‘holy 
war.’ 

While some United Nations mem- 
bers pooh-poohed the idea of an 
actual war in Palestine, there were 


disquieting outbreaks of violence. 
immediately following the partition. 


plan approval. On the first day 
seven Arabs and seven’ Jews were 
killed in fighting in Jerusalem. 
Syrian demonstrators set fire to the 
U.S. legation in Damascus and tore 
down an American flag. 

In Jerusalem, Haganah, the Jew- 
ish underground army, was report- 
ed to have sent out a call to mobilize 
all Jewish men and women of 17 to 
35 for special ‘‘security’”’ forces. 

It might not come to war, but 
powerful forces were at work. The 


Jews would fight bitterly to hold on 


to: their newly won homeland; the 
Arabs would fight as fiercely to re- 
cover what they considered the loss 


‘of their freedom and part of. their 


country... 


AID BILL: 


Senate O. K. 


As wittter Swept in over western” 


Europe the U. S. congress moved 
to alleviate its bitter influence on 
the destitute peoples of France, 
Italy and Austria by speeding work 
on the administration’s 597-million- 
dollar emergency aid bill. 

Acting as with one accord, the sen- 
ate passed the measure. as it stood 
by a vote of 83 to 6, although some 
discontented rumblings were heard 


which presaged a less ready ap-. 


proval for the Marshall plan for 
long-range European relief, sched- 
uled to come up for debate early 
next year. 

Sen. C. Wayland Brooks (Rep., 
Ill.) castigated the administration 
for presenting foreign relief requests 
as ‘“‘emergency’”’ matters. His was 
the viewpoint of those legislators 
who believe that the administration 
has been overstating the case in 
picturing Europe’s need for aid this 
winter as critical and urgent. Brooks 
voted for the bill, nevertheless. 

In the house, meanwhile, a dif- 


ferent version of the measure was’ 


set to come up before the group. 
The house foreign affairs commit- 
tee had cut the original 597-million- 
dollar request down to 590 million 


| and had included 60 million for 


China. No mention of aid to China 
was made in the senate bill. 

As the emergency aid bill rode 
along toward passage, one point 
was being made clear by many 
members of both houses: Their 
votes for interim aid were not to be 
interpreted as endorsements for the 
20-billion-dollar Marshall plan. That 
would be a major issue in itself.

ATOMIC ISLAND: 


‘Eniwetok. 


‘Construction of elaborate atomic 
‘testing grounds” was under way on 
the far-away, isolated Pacific atoll 
of Eniwetok, the 
commission had announced. 


It. was a definite assurance that : 
the U. S. was not lagging in round- |: 
ing out its atomic energy program |; 


for peace and war. 


Eniwetok was chosen for the ex- 
perimental afea because ‘‘it is iso- 
lated and there are hundreds of 
miles: of open seas in the direction 
in which winds might carry radio- 
active particles.’ Also, it is the least 
populous of all the Pacific atolls of 
comparable size, having only 145 
native inhabitants. 

There were going to be big doings 
on that. coral island, the commis- 


‘sion’s announcement hinted. Lt. 


Gen. John E. Hull, Pacific com- 


-mander.of.-army. forces, will co-or-.. 


dinate the work of.all three branches 
of the armed forces in the program. 
Installations for scientific equipment 
will be constructed, as well as pro- 
tective structures for personnel 
when tests are in progress, control 
and observation posts and housing |. 
for. the scientists and others who 
will work there. 


The circle of tiny islands ‘near 
Bikini atoll where the atomic bomb 
tests were held in July, 1946, will 
be. closed to all unauthorized sea or 
air traffic as a security measure. 

That there would be. particular 
need for security was hinted ‘by the 
atomic energy commission when, in 


its announcement, it spoke of atomic 


weapons in the ‘plural. The infer- 
ence, perhaps unfounded, was that 
the U: S. had another new nuclear 
weapon besides the atomic bomb. 


Said one spokesman: ‘You can 


‘draw your own conclusions.” 


HOOF AND MOUTH: 
Back Door Peril 


Mexico’s abandonment. of the 
slaughter - and - burial method of 
eradicating hoof and mouth disease 
among cattle has been denounced 
by a joint livestock committee of 
134 cattle-raisers’ associations meet. 
ing in Chicago. 


Cattlemen and the U. S. govern- 
ment alike are fearful that the 
scourge will spread northward from 
Mexico and jeopardize the.:nation’s 
supply of meat and dairy products 
at a time when the demand is so 
overwhelming. 

H. H. Mundy of Paukuska, Okla., 


president of the joint committee, 


said the recent substitution by 


the Mexican government of the vac- |. 


cine and quarantine plan was 
doomed-to failure at the start be- 
cause vaccines have proved ineffec- 
tive in dealing with the disease. 

‘“‘We cannot feel safe about our 
national economy as long as the 
(hoof and mouth disease) threat 
exists at our back door, in Mex- 
ico,’?’

‘the last three years, despite.a droy, 
in the number of déaths from farm 
accidents, the council disclosed. 

The seeming paradox was ex 
plained by the fact that an ‘‘alarm 
ing’ increase. in the automobile 
death rate among farm families had 
more than offset the decrease in 

actual farm accidents. 

Ned H. Dearborn, president of the 
council, revealed ‘that the all-acci-
